This
announcement was made late yesterday in
Milwaukee. Mr. Killilea admitted that he se-
cured a controlling interest in the Boston
club on or about August 10 last and that
he was at the hub closing the deal when
it was announced that he was conferring
with President Ban Johnson relative to
the transfer of the Milwaukee club to St.
Louis.
The terms of the deal whereby Mr. Kil-

lilea secured a majority of the stock of the
Boston club were the payment of $45,000
in cash for five-ninths of the stock, and
there was a condition that President Som-
ers, who sold the stock, would receive an
opportunity to redeem it the first of the
year, if he was able financially and so in-
clined. Instead of the stock being repur-
chased, Mr. Killilea secured the other four-
ninths, and states that he now owns the
whole outfit.
